
SENATE BILL No. 485

AN ACT concerning tribal-state compacts; approving a compact between the Iowa Tribe of
Kansas and Nebraska and the state of Kansas; relating to cigarette and tobacco sales and
taxation.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas:

Section 1. (a) The compact relating to cigarette and tobacco sales and
taxation between the Iowa Tribe of Kansas and Nebraska and the state
of Kansas submitted by the governor to the senate and the house of
representatives of the state of Kansas and received and printed in the
journal of the senate and the journal of the house of representatives on
March 2, 2016, is hereby approved and adopted by reference as the law
of this state.

(b) The secretary of the senate is directed to send a copy of such
compact to the secretary of state. The secretary of state shall cause such
compact to be published in the Kansas register.

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its
publication in the Kansas register.
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
